Apply the Golden Rule. 

THe annual commotion over the settlement of 
the wage scale in the granite cutting industry is 
a drawback to the progress of employer and em- 
ployee alike, and it seems a pity that as the years 
roll on no permanent basis for an adjustment ap- 
pears. The whole fabric of organization is prac- 
tically paralyzed every spring, right at the time 
when the unqualified co-operation of every man 
engaged in granite operations is needed most. The 
best opportunity of every season for definite ex- 
pansion is checked and wasted. Frequently this 
condition is recognized and admitted, but both 
the employer and tne granite cutter deliberately 
blame the other party. The employer feels that 
it is up to him to stand pat, and then the cutters 
consider that they have no other choice but to re- 
sort to the strike, that odious weapon that works 
both backward and forward, fostering distrust 
ind suspicion, creating a condition of distraction 
instead of sorely needed organization founded up- 
on confidence between the workman and his en 


vlover 

| There are two sides to every question, and every 
real permanent settlement partakes of the nature 
ef an equation which amounts to the establish 
of equity between the two sides to insure 


ment 


harmony and mutual confidence. Without a de- 
sire on the part of both employer and employee 
for such a condition there can never come an ad 
justment, but only a temporary compromise 

If the employer of skilled workmen attempts 
to conduct his establishment without taking into 
onsideration the value of the services he employs 
he is working an injustice against his men and 
will soon lose their confidence and their co-oper 
ation, which are absolutely necessary in these 
days of competition to produce a sufficient reve 
nue to provide a profit. 

It is just as unfair for the workmen to combin¢t 
together and conspire against the progress of the 
industry, from which they draw the compensation 
for their effort and skill, as it is for the employer 
to provide in his estimates for less compensation 
than the value of their services. The disorgant- 
zing influence of the favorite weapon of the skill- 
ed workman, the strike, is great and there has nev- 
er yet been anything that resembles an accurate 
compensation of the full force and effect of the 
strike and its deleterious bearing upon the indus- 
try affected 
a period is not overcome, nor is the injury healed 


The paralyzing of the industry for 


by the resumption of work. No instantaneous 
miracles of this nature have yet been accomplish- 
ed. The organization, which has taken years to 
build up, being ruthlessly thrown to the ground, 
can only be constructed again, member by mem 
ber, little by little, the rehabilitation requiring al 
most as much time as the natural growth of the 
industry from its incipiency 

No matter how strong the obligation that binds 
the workmen together in opposition to their em- 
ployers it can accomplish nothing save a direct 
depression of the best interests of the industry on 
which they depend for a livelihood. This obliga- 
tion can never be ultimately beneficial to the 
workmen collectively or to any of them as an in- 
dividual, because it operates to stop their natural 
source of supply Their combinations should 
rather be directed at the strengthening and up- 
lifting of the industry, in which they compose the 
most important factor, for in this way only can 
they provide a larger amount for division between 
themselves as workmen and their employers as 
capitalists, both being yoked togethe: in a com 
mon cause. The happy medium of just apprecia 
tion of one another may never be accomplished in 
the highest sense of that term, but it is or should 
be the aim of the intelligent employer to encour 
age his workmen to work together with him by 
the application of the Golden Rule, so that the 
cause for discontent may be removed and a senti- 
ment of harmony and co-operation created by 
which both parties will profit to such an extent 
that they can not help but be satisfied with the 
suceessful results. 

In a season like the present, which bids fair to 
break all previous records in the thriving granite 
industries, represented by the monumental and 
building interests, it is exceedingly unfortunate 
that the vast opportunity standing like an open 
door in front of us should be ciosed and sealed 
right at the start by the commotion, distractions 
and inevitable losses that are brought about by 
the misunderstandings, which lcad the men to 
strike. Let us have a little more respect for the 
Golden Rule and let every man interested in the 
granite industry from his own standpoint give 
due appreciation to the work, skill and influence 
of others who are also links in the chain, which 
secures success.

Henry Clark Sergeant, of Ingersoll-Ser 


geant Drill Co., »ow an integral 


gersoll-Rand C died at his home, 
J.. January 30, seventy-two vears old. 

Mr.-Sergeant was of world wide repute as a 
successful inventor, especially in the line of rock 
drills, air ‘compressors and mining and excavating 
machinery, his active life having been coincident 
with the period of development of the efficient ap 
paratus now employed with such revolutionary) 
results 

Mr. Sergeant was born at Rochester, N. Y., but 
his earlier years were spent in Ohio. He had 
only a common school education and was working 
in a machine shop at an early age. His first prac 
tical application of his theories was to the making 
of the spokes, hubs and felloes of wagon wheels. 
He designed special machines for this work and 
at the age of eighteen he accepted a contract for 
manufacturing wheel parts in qauntity. 

His first U. S. vatent, issued when he was nine 
teen, was for a boiler feed. Succeeding patents 
suggest the range of applieability of his inventive 
faculty. In December 1858 he patented a steam 
engine governor. This was soon after adopted 
by the U. S. Government and applied to the war 
ships of the pericd. He had after that patents re- 
spectively for gas regulators, for steam pumps, 
four for steam boilers, five for brick machines, a 
fluting machine, six for water meters, all these 
before he had struck what must now be consid 
ered his life work. 

Three of the brick machine patents were issued 
in 1867 when he was a resident of Columbus, O 
hut.soon after that he started a machine shop of 
his own in New York, building a wide variety of 
machines and developing many crude ideas into 
practical working suecesses. In the early seven 
hither came Simon Ingersoll with the draw 
ings for the first Ingersoll rock drill, a then un 
iried device. The possibilities of and the large 
future for the rock drill particularly attracted 
Sergeant. None can say now how much he con 
tributed to the development and success of the 
original Ingersoll drill, but at least one patent 
wes issued to Ingersoll and Sergeant as_ joint 
inventors. Tue Ingersoll Drill Co. was formed 
and introduced the crill in the rock excavating 
fields 

Although the 


ties 


drill was at first operated only 
by steam its advantages when driven by com 
pressed air and the absolute necessity of using 
air for mine ard tunnel work turned Sergeant's 
attention to the ‘mproving of the design and ce 
tails of the air compressor, which the Ingersoll 
Co. began to market in connection with the drills 
and for other incidental uses which began to de 
velop. As the business grew the partnership of 
Sergeant & Cullingworth was formed with shops 
at Twenty-second Street and Second Avenue, New 
York. 

Again turning from the task of 
Mr. Sergeant's was sold to the Ingersoll 
Nrill Co. and he went te Colorado to put into 
practical operation some of his mining methods 
He operated a silver mine for a time, but it was 
not a Meanwhile he had developed an 
other complete rock drill with an entirely novel 
valve motion. He brought his new drill East in 
1886 and formed the Sergeant Drill Co., which be 
gan building the drill at Bridgeport, Conn. Two 
years later the new company joined hands with the 
Ingersoll interests: and-the — Ingersoll-Sergeant 
Drill Co. was: formed with.Mr. Sergeant as its 
first president. Mr; Sergeant.remained at the 
head of the company-but. a short time, he then dis- 
posing of the bulk of his interest. “A-considerable 
time was then snert fn Lomton aad Paris. He 
returned to the -rock dFH)- business... this time as 
a- diractor in the lugersoli-Sergeant Co., with the 
‘purpose of .devoting.all his.time to invention in 
the interest of the company. He laboréd constant 
ly in developing and improving the ¢ompany’s

spreading their application into 
fields, his most notable inventions 
being the Sergeant “Auxiliary” and “Arc” valve, 
“Tappet” rock drills, the Sergeant’ release rota- 
tion for rock drills and the piston inlet valve for 
air compressors, al] of which are in general use 
today. 

Mr. Sergeant's inventive faculty and suggestive 
and stimulating ideas were devoted to the inter- 
ests of the Ingersoil-Sergeant Co. for all the re- 
maining vears of his active life, and the business 
grew and prospered continually. The works at 
Easton, Pa., were occupied in 1873, the great shops 
at Phillipsburg being a necessity a decade later, 
the consolidation of the two foremost but compet 
ing companies in their line in the world into the 
Ingersoll-Rand Co. being also a natural sequence. 
He spent much of his time in Easton until two 
years ago when failure of health compelled him 
to give up his former activities. After the con- 
solidation of the Ingersoll-Sergeant and the Rand 
companies he still retained his interest, although 
his health would not permit his active participa- 
tion.

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Architect Must be Cultured. 


In addressing the architectural students at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, when he 
visited Boston, Sir Aston Webb touched upon a 
point that is too often ignored, a matter that 
seems likely to be more than ever lost sight of 
by those guided by the Society of Beaux-Arts 
Architects into the belief that what is taught 
over the drawing-board is the all-important thing 
Sir Aston said: “You will be very apt to think 
of nothing but architecture. An architect ought 
to be a cultured man He has to move among 
cultured people, and if he is not as cultured as 
they are, he is put to a very serious disadvantage 
He is not well provided unless he has read a great 
deal and has some other accomplishment. Archi 
tecture, if it is going to do any good,.to any one, 
and if it is zyoing to be more than what a builder 
can do, must have the particular qualities of beau 
ty, must say something in a beautiful way. An 
architect may be successful yet do very little work, 
if it is done well and beautifully.”

Of this trio of architects Frederick W. Brown, 
the senior member, makes the plans and the ar- 
tistic work is done by A. Ten Eyck Brown. Mr 
Marye looks after the business end of the firm, 
preparing the plans and specifications. They will 
probably establish a New Orleans office and main- 
tain it even after the court house has been built 

Brown & Brown recently figured as one of the 
successful firms that submitted plans for the $3,- 
600,000.00 building to be erected by the Board of 
Education and Regents of the University of the 
State of New York. A contest was opened by this 
board November 30 last year, and plans and de 
signs were invited from all parts of the country 
The big building is to accommodate the State and 
law libraries, all the museums of the state. the 
offices of the iegents of the university and the 
headquarters of the entire educational system of 
the Empire State. The call for designs brought 
out sixty-three sets of plans, forty-five of which 
were from New York. The others were from Bos- 
ton, Buffalo, Philadelphia, Atlanta and other ci 
ties, and among the list of competitors were the 
names of the best architural firms in the United 
States. From among the sixty-three sets of plans 
submitted the iudges selected ten firms which will 
figure in a secon competition. Brown & Brown 
are among these ten. As soon as the result was 
announced the firm associated itself with P 
Thornton Marye, who will, as usual, look after 
the important details in regard to specifications, 
etc. The decision in the second competition is 
to be announced April 1. 





Influence of Materials. 


In an address to students T. E. Colleutt, presi- 
dent of the Royal Institute of British Archite*ts, 
made the following suggestion as io the influence 
of materials: 

“In giving your attention to the old master- 
pieces, do not omii to observe very carefully the 
materials in which they are built, for this is of 
utmost importance. The student should not only 
make himself thorcughly familiar with the right 
use of materials, but he should be sure to realize 
the great influence that these have upon style. He 
should also compare the varving qualities of 
wotkmanship. Ruskin, I think, has somewnere

made the assertion that perfection is not always 
desirable. An illusiratiom of this theory may be 
found in compariug the perfection of the Greek 
Doric workmanship with the roughness and un 
evenness of the porphry and other columns in Sta 
Sophia at Constantinople. In the latter case, per 
fection, I think, would have been fatal; the very 
unevenness of the surface of the columns gives 
additional charm I will venture to uphold the 
theory that exceilence of workmanship as regards 
exterior finish: is altogether desirable for any 
architecture founded on the Classic, but that very 
high finish is not always desirable in Byzantine 
and medieval work In most old examples it is 
not met with. 

“Let me counsel you, when you have made 
some progress in the study of a particular style 
to practice design in that style; but I must warn 
you to avoid efforts after originality. A strong 
personality will inevitably assert itself sooner 
or later but do not force it. There is nothing 
new under the sun, and it may safely be said 
of any too “original” kind of building that it has 
been done as badly before.”

PiTrsBpuURG, PA February 12.—Without a dis 
senting opinion plans for the new soldiers and 


sailors memoriil hall on Grant Boulevard in Al- 


eghany as drawn by Palmer & Hornbostel, of 
New York, were adopted by the county commis- 
Sioners yesterday The proposed structure will 
be an example of modern architecture and will 
be both a monument and a building. The cost of 
the building is estimated at $1,000,000.00. Archi- 


tects who submitted designs for the building and 
who will receive $1,000.00 each for their work 
are Alden & Harlow, Billequist & Lee, McClure 
& Spahr, C. Emil Muller, Rutaw & Russell, of 
Pittsburg; Ernest Flagg, Cass Gilbert, Hale & 


Rogers, of New York: and Peabody & Stearns, 
of Boston Professor Warren P. Laird, of Phil- 
adelphia, was consulting architect and assisted 
the county commissioners in selecting the desizn 
It is said, however, that Prof, Laird’s first choice 
was not the Palmer & Hornbostel design. Com 
menting on the designs Prof. Laird said: 

“Everyone of tie designs submitted is superb 
The competition is a splendid success from an arch 
itectural standpoint The county commissioners 
could not but have a magnificent hall, no matter 
what plans were selected.” 

This monument building will stand opposite the 
entrance to Schenley Park. It will be constructed 
of Indiana limestone, with a tiled roof, and it will 
be one of the most imposing structures in Pitts- 
burg when completed.

The rehabilitation of the principal tall steel 
frame buildings which passed through the great 
fire without being ruined structurally, is now 
pretty well advanced. 

The stone facing of the lower stories of the 
Merchants Exchange Building has been completed 
and the Columbia Marble Co. is filling its $130,- 
000.00 contract for the California marble required 


for the interior finish, including wainscoting, 
stair treads, etc. All of the sandstone for repair- 


ing the damage to the lower stories of the Mon- 
adnock Building is now in place and most of the 
marble has been replaced. The damaged sand- 
stone in the walls of the Mutual Savings Bank 


Building has been replaced except at the first and 
second stories on the Geary Street front, where 
considerable carved work is required. The exte- 
rior of the 1s-story Claus Spreckles Building is 


pretty well rehabilitated, although the sandstone 
veneering is vet to be replaced on several of the 
up 'pe the east side of the structure. All 
stone facing on the Sutter Street front and 
the east side of the Bullock & Jones Building, 
near Montgomery Street, is now in place. This 
building which formerly had buff brick and terra 
cotta walls, was stripped to the steel frame be- 
fore being rebuilt. The ground thoor is already 
occupied by the French Savings Bank. The big 
Wells-Fargo Building, at the corner of Second and 
Mission Streets, which was stripped to the steel 
frame, with the exception of the first floor, is now 
heing gradually rebuilt with Colusa sandstone, and 
will have two more floors added, making it a 
handsome &-story structure. 

The stone facing of the lower portion of the 
Aronson Building, at the corner of Third and Mis- 
sion Streets, has been repiaced. Some of the steel 
columns of the first story of this building were 
buckled pretty badly during the fire. The new 
sixteen-story Chronicle Building, which was ap- 
proaching completion at the time it was swept by 
the fire is nearly ready for occupancy and some 
tenants have already moved in. Little progress 
has yet been made on the old Chronicle Building 
adjoining, with the exception of a portion of the 
first and second floors in which the newspaper 
offices are located. 

D. H. Burnham & Co., who have undertaken the 
rehabilitation of the eleven-story Mills Building 
at the corner of Bush and Montgomery Streets, 
for D. QO. Mills, have just commenced wrecking 
the walls of the steel frame structure. The walls 
of the first and second stories are of white mar- 
ble, and buff brick was used in the upper stories. 
All will have to come down and the steel frame 
Which is slightly out of plumb in places will be 
straightened up. While the exact data are not 
available, it has been roughly estimated that it 
will cost about $1,000,000.00 to reconstruct the

The James Flood 
Building, with twelve stories of sandstone and 
steel, has been completely renovated and is now 
occupied by the Southern Pacific Railroad Co., 
which uses most of the rooms for its general of- 
fices. The ground floor in one of the best busi- 
ness locations in the city is now occupied by the 
Southern Pacific city ticket office and freight 
offices 

It has been definitely decided that the Parrott 
Estate will reconstruct the Parrott Building on 
Market Street, between Fourth and Fifth Streets, 
and again lease it to the Emporium, which occu- 
pied it with the largest department store in the 
city before the fire. The sandstone front wal] of 
the building is still standing but the remainder 
of the immense six-story structure is a wreck. 

The harbor improvement committee of the af- 
filiated cemmercial bodies of San Francisco has 
decided, after a personal inspection of the har- 
bor. to indorse and advocate the plan of the Po- 
trero Commercial and Manufacturers’ Association 
for the purchase by the State of sixty-four biocks 
of land in the Potrero district as a site for new 
docks. As it is important that the land be se- 
cured with as little delay as possible, a special ex- 
ecutive committee was appointed to assist in 
securing from the present legislature an appro- 
priation of $750,000.00 fer this purpose. A very 


substantial sea wall containing large quantities of 
stone is to be a feature of the projected work. 

The Government contract for adding a third 
step to Barrier No. 1, on the Yuba River above 
Marysville, Cal., and enlarging the spillway at 
the same place, has been awarded to Edward Mal- 
ley, of San Francisco who last season commenced 
operations on the spillway portion of the struct- 
ure. Work will begin very soon on the new part 
of the wall. Malley’s bid was $151,068.00. He 
had as competitors the Warren Improvement Co., 
which bid $197,866.00, and A. L. Raisch, whose 
bid was $199,621.00. About 200 men will be em- 
ployed at the barrier during the summer. 

At a recent special] meeting of the State Uni- 
versity regents committee on grounds and build- 
ings, the plan for the new library on the campus 
at Berkeley, Cal., was discussed. harles F. Doe 
left a bequest of $500,000.00 for this purpose. The 
details of the plan, upon which Architect John 
Galen Howard is working, have not been fully 
considered and adopted, but it has been decided 
that a fireproof library will be constructed of 
granite and iron, on a site between the new Cal- 
ifornia Hall and North Hall. It will resemble 
the former in its substantial construction, and 
will be two stories in height. It is the intention 
of the regents to spend $1,000,000.00 upon the 
building, if the state can be induced to appro- 
priate the additional $500,000.00. 

Hundreds of carloads of slate for roofing and 
tiling are being shipped from the El Dorado Slate 
Co.’s quarries at Placerville, Cal., and the indus- 
try is as yet only in its infancy. Quarries are work- 
ed just north of the town, and across the river 
at Chile Bar are some of the finest slate quarries 
in the world. The town of Slatington, a busy 
camp, has been established. It has a_ postoffice 
and a public school, and is growing rapidly in 
population and importance. The orders for slate 
are in excess of the output, but the quarries are 
being enlarged and new ones opened up.

GRANITE MEN MEEBT. 





Rating and Claims are Discussed at Meeting 
Held in Boston. 





Boston, Mass., February 6.—The third annual 
meeting of the National Association of the Granite 
Industries of the United States, was held here to 
day at Young’s Hotel. There were represented at 
the meeting the employers of 7,000 men in New 
England and New York, and while the nature of 
the association and the matters that come up for 
discussion are such that little can be said, it may 
be stated that it was a highly satisfactory meet 
ing. Most of the actual work was done by the 
committees, who, representing the various inter- 
ests involved, were in session all day Monday 
Their reports came in before the meeting Tuesday 
and most of the day was taken up by the delegates 
in discussing these reports, the most important of 
which were finally disposed of by placing them in 
the hands of the executive committee. 

The association is really made up of two branch 
es, the building and the monumental The com 
mittee for the former had for their principal con- 
sideration the matter of labor affairs. Their re 
port to the meeting was a recommendation along 
the lines cf a mutual adjustment of all labor dis- 
putes. Growing out of this it is quite probable that 
a conference will be held soon with the labor offi- 
cials and some satisfactory agreement reached 
along these lines, although it is not at the present 
time in a position that would warrant publicity. 

In regard to the monumental men, the report 
from their committee announced that the first 
issue of the new rating book would be published 
from the secretary's office about March 1. This 
book will ‘be published annually from such infor 
mation as may be gathered from the excellent 
sources at the disposal of the association and 
right now it is well for the dealer to understand 
that this will be conducted on the lines of perfect 
justice and the dealer may be assured that he will 
be thoroughly protected if he means to be square. 
On the other hand the honest dealer wil! have for 
competitors eventually no dead beats who sell 
work in competition with him at a price based 
upon the fact that he can sell more cheaply to 
the customer because he can succeed in beating 
the manufacturer out of the cost of production. 
The corresponding secretary, Mr. Smith, reported 
that in some cases he has found it difficult to 
elicit a reply from some of the dealers he has 
written to. Now, this must be the result of a 
great misconception on the part of the dealer as 
to what the object of the rating system is. Its 
true object is as much to give justice to the hon 
est dealer as it is to give protection to the manu- 
facturer, and it is hoped that every dealer in the 
country will understand this and co-operate heart- 
ily with the system. The association further 
more wants it distinctly understood that the 
claims department is not meant to be a “club” to 
force the dealer into an unjust submission to a 
wrong, but to protect him in every way and give 
him every inch of justice there is in it. Every 
dealer should see the necessity of this department 
and recognize the benefits that will accrue to him 
as well as to the manufacturer. No dealer need be 
the least afraid that he will not get justice from 
this department, and on the other hand it is in 
tended that the manufacturer will be given a 
square deal, if possible. No action has been tak- 
en yet as to the co-operation with the National 
Association of Retail Dealers, but the sentiment 
is practically universal that this will be the out- 
come and that the two will be able to work to- 
gether harmoniously for their mutual interests. 
The members who spoke in the meeting with re- 
ference to claims that had been settled by this 


department during the past year, expressed great 
satisfaction over the results and the same was 
true in relation to the rating system.

Tuesday, February 5, will go on record as a 
day long to be remembered hereabouts. Not for 
years has a bigger, busier blizzard got in its work 
as occurred on that date. Tons of snow fell which 
well nigh filled the quarries. Then followed ex- 
treme cold, when the glass registered as low as 
16 degrees below zero. 

Add to this a number of days when the temper 
ature did not get above the zero mark, with fre- 
quent falls of snow and the distant dealer will 
have some idea what caused the delay of his

This will set at variance their plans for a new 
ind larger freight yard north of the Quincy Ad 
ams Station, so that, for a time at least, the local 
manufacturers will have to grin and bear the 
odious conditiong at the present cramped shipping 
quarters, 

During a let-up in the severe weather conditions 
the writer had a chance to look in en a number of 
manutacturers An abundance of 
the tapis in every office, and it all remains with 
the weather man to hasten the completion of 
work. There was no stock shortage apparent, al- 
though the quarries under existing weather con- 
ditions have to bear the brunt of the embargo. 

Not a few of the manufacturers made good their 
idle time by running over to New York and Phil- 
adelphia so as to keep in close touch with their 
customers in those cities. 

Forbes Craig Co. have placed a building job 
which they are cutting from Bethel, Vt., granite. 
One of the columns is 31 feet 8 inches in height, 
with ornate bases and caps. This column, a 
fluted one, will be all polished and the cornice will 
have an egg and dart mould. Altogether it will 
be an elaborate affair and one which can not but 
reflect credit upon this enterprising firm. 

The contract for cutting the granite entrance 
to Prospect Park, Brooklyn, N. Y,. has been award- 
ed to the Granite Railway Co. The principal feat 
ures of the work will be two elaborately carved 
and fluted columns surmounted by bronze lan- 
terns. The columns will rest upon dies and bases. 
The bottom bases will measure 10-2 ft. square 
and the total height of the granite work will be 
37 feet. 

Robert Cantley, notwithstanding the inclement 
weather, Has commenced operations in his recent- 
ly purchased Gold Leaf quarry. The granite found 
here is admirably adapted for building purposes 
and will be worked in with Mr. Cantley’s model 
turning plant. He will turn the columns for the 
granite entrance to Prospect Park, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., the contract of which was recently let to the 
Granite Railway Co.

The die is still heavier and will weigh about 
thirty-eight tons in the rough. This firm has just 
shipped to Wheeling, W. Va., a splendid spire 
monument, the shaft of which is twenty-five feet 
long. They are cutting several other smaller 
spire monuments and a large amount of carved 
work, The monument, a picture of which appears 
in this issue was cut by this firm during the 
past year and now decorates Calvary cemetery at 
Dayton, Ohio. The bottom base of this job is 17-6 
x 10-6 x 2-6; the second base 14-6 x 8-6, and the 
third base 12-6 x 6-6. The die is 10 x 4 x 3-10 
The carving and general construction of this mon 
ument are superb. 

Young: Bros. are gradually filling up’ their splen 
did new plant with spring work. ‘The speed with 
which stone is handled by the new Shaw electric 
crane in the shed is marvelous. Among other nic: 
work Young Bros. are cutting is one of the most 
unique and artistic monuments that have gone out 
of Barre in a long time. The bottom base is § 
ft. square. Next comes an octagonal second base, 
then three round bases surmountee by a column 
2-6 in diameter and 21 feet long. On top of this 
is a Corinthian cap which, in the rough, is a 4 ft 
cube, 

The chief executive of Barre still continues to 
be one of the leading granite manufacturers, al 
though Mayor Barclay has stepped down and re 
fused to be a candidate for another term. This 
time it will be John Robins, of the firm of Robins 
Bros. Mr. Robins was nominated at the citizens’ 
caucus last week and there will be no one to op 
pose his election to the mayoralty March 5. M) 
Robins has long been an efficient public official, 
aside from being one of the most thorough bus! 
ness men in the granite trade here. Before join 
ing the firm of Robins Bros, he was for many 
years employed by C. E. Tayntor & Co., when the 
latter firm had manufacturing and quarrying in- 
terests here. Previous to then he was employed 
in the granite business in Maine. 

The granite business in Montpelier seems to be 
pretty good this spring. There are about 500 
granite cutters employed there at the present time. 

The bankrupt case of Enrique Aja, a Montpe- 
lier granite manufacturer, was recently taken up 
in bankruptcy court. Mr. Aja has liabilities over 
$2,000.00 and assets of $3,281.47, of which $262.00 
is claimed as exempt. 

News reached here last week of the death at 
Buffalo, N. Y., of John B. Bianchi, a prominent 
retail dealer, of that place, and formerly one of 
the best known granite manufacturers in Barre, 
having operated a cutting plant at East Barre 
with his brother Charles, where they gained a 
high reputation as a carving firm. John retired 
from the firm several years ago and went to Buf- 
falo, while the firm here was changed to Chas 
Bianchi & Sons. Anthony Bianchi, one of the 
nephews, went to Buffalo to attend the funeral 
and the plant of Chas. Bianchi & Sons was closed 
here on the day of the funeral. The deceased was 
born in Viggiu, Italy, forty-four years ago end 
came to the United States at the age of twenty 
years. He first gained a reputation as an expert 
carver at Quincy, Mass., and in 1898 came to Eas! 
Barre, where he went into business for himself 
He leaves a widow in Buffalo and two brothers. 
Charles and Ambrose, reside in this city. 

John Hines, of Brooklyn, N. Y., has been in 
town this month calling on friends and doing 
some business at the same time. Mr. Hines is 
distinguished by having the best granite cutting 
plant in New York. This was built recently ana 
is equipped with all kinds of modern machinery 
including a Shaw electric crane. 

B. M. Bessey, of the Bessey Granite Co., has 
been in Mount Vernon, Ohio, this month. 

There was a little difficulty at the Woodbury 
granite quarries this month. The men claimed 
that the employers had discriminated in the hir- 
ing of men on the wage scale. The matter was 
promptly adjusted by the International Secretary.

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One of the saddest tragedies that have om 
to Vermont in recent years was the 
death at the Chelsea Square Hotel in New York 
of Joseph C. Enright, which occurred early in th 
month. Mr. Enright was the well known quarr;

at Windsor, Vt He was also one of the brightest 
lawyers in the State. He was found dead in h 
bed at the hotel one morning and gas was escap 
ing from the vipes in the room.

It was found that he had been robth 
of a considerable sum of money, mileage book 
and valuable papers. The police are now working 
to ascertain the identity of a strange man who 
engaged a room next to Mr. Enright’s the night 
before and who has not been seen since Mr. En 
right was 52 years old and a graduate of Dart 
mouth College in 1878.

Soft Coal Famine. 

There has never been so serious a soft coal 
famine in Barre as there has been during the past 
month. Several quarries and manufacturing 
plants have been obliged to shut down and many 
more have been continually on the anxious seat 
lest the same fate would befall them ere the rail- 
roads could get enovgh coal here to supply th: 
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demand. The difficulty is not caused by any 
shortage of coal at the distributing points but by 
the inability of the railroads to get it here. Ons 
local dealer has had twenty carloads of soft coal 
on the road for six weeks and the railroads can 
not tell him where it is now. Burke Bres. and the 
Eclat Granite Co. had to shut down one day a 
their cutting plants and several others came nea! 
it. Several of the quarries have had to shut down 
entirely until the situation is relieved, which will 
surely take place within a few days 

Retail dealers will be glad to know that the 
Barre granite men, through their committee ana 
attorney, have succeeded in getting a signed agree- 
ment out of the officials of the Central Vermont 
Railroad. This agreement, together with the sub 
sequent actions of the officials, gives ample assur 
ance to the granite trade that they will not be tied 
up ‘by the lack of cars when they get ready to 
ship their monuments that have been, or will be 
ordered for spring delivery Thirty additional 
cars were brought into Barre during the confer

systems in this vicinity. The price paid for the 
consolidation is nearly a million dollars. The com 
bined systems will make the largest light ant! 
power plant in New England, having 6,600 watei 
horse power and 3,500 steam horse power, making 
a total of 10,100 horse power.

The monu- 
ment will be an attractive piece of work eut from 
dark Barre granite and from an original design 
by Mr. Sullivan, it being rock face with a s roll 
which extends from the top to the bottom of the 
stone and all polished. Over the top of the stone 
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and extending downward in graceful lines from 
right to left is a beautiful spray of flowers carved 
by Gaeta Mai. The monument will stand, when 
erected, nearly eight feet in heigut and measuring 
about 3 ft. 6 in. across the front. and three feet 
thick, the die weighing a little over three tons.

Car Shortage in Italy.

Webb writing under date of Jan 


ries of Italy says: 


“I notice from the columns of your interesting 
journal that for sometime past, trade in the Unit 
ed States has been seriously dislocated by the 
dearth of railway rolling stock. It would seem 
that’ practically the whole commercial world is in 
difficulties from this cause, but among the coun 
tries that are suffering most, I think Italy nolds 
a foremost place, for there, the whole commer- 
cial system is absolutely disorganized by the im 
possibility of getting railway, cars to carry the 
traffic. Every Italian paper that one takes up has 
its columns full of complaints. 

“T have just returned from Italy, and am there 
fore able to stato from personal experience that 
serious losses are -being incurred by this state of 
affairs. The marble industry is suffering the 
greatest possible inconvenience and loss. In one 
day, the station at Carrara, required five bun- 
dred wagons for loading marble, and instead of 
the five hundred asked for, the merchants only 
succeeded in getting forty-five. We, ourselves, 
at Massa. on one day, required twenty wagons to 
load goods for customers in Germany, Austria, 
Belgium and France, and we were only able to 
get one, while a large parcel of blocks for one 
of our clients in New York was delayed fourteen 
days, and lost the steamer, because it was abso 
lutely impossible for us to get the cars to carry 
the goods to the shipping port of Leghorn. 

“The government has at last taken the matter 
up seriously, and has passed a credit of 300,000,000 
Frances, and it.is proposed to spend a further 
sum of more than 600.000,000 Franes within about 
the next five years. a total of more than $180 
000,000.00 within the next five or six years. 

“The trade is exceedingly brisk in Italy, and 
it will be impossible for the government to ob 
tain delivery of the necessary rolling stock to sat- 
isfy the requirements of trade, within the nex! 
three or four years, and we must look for a con 
tinuance of these troubles for some considerable 
time longer. 

“You will see, therefore, that we on this side 
are in a position to sympathize with you in the 
delay and annoyance which you are now suf 
fering.”

Georgia Verd Antique Marble. 

Ho.tiy Sprinas, Ga., February 21.—The celebrat- 
ed green marble so much prized for interior de 
corative work comes from a quarry near Holly 
Springs. The quarry is located two miles from the 
city and connected with the main line of the L. & 
N. R.R. by a spur track owned by the company. 
The main offices of the company are located in 
Room 1633, Stock Exchange Building, Chicago. The 
officers of the G2orgia Verd Antique Marble Co. are 
Charles Earnsnaaw, 
George S. Earnshaw. vice-president and manager, 
and N. E. Utt, secretary. George S. Earnshaw 
lives at Holly Springs and has charge of the 
quarry in operation.

This quarry was originally opened many years 
ago for soapstone and tale in which the locality 
abounds. Underneath the strata of soapstone is 
found a marble known as “Serpentine stone.” 
Strange as it may seem, this stone now called 
Georgia Verd Aniique marble assays $8.00 to the 
ton in pure gold. lt is an extremely hard stone, 
much harder in fact than any other marble in 
existence and for that reason, takes a high pol- 
ish, which is practically everlasting and which 
will withstand the acid test. In color, it resembles 
the well known imported Alps green but experts 
consider it much more beautiful and more sound 
in texture. As it contains only 3 per cent carbon- 
ate of lime it is considered practically fire proof. 

In color, it varies from a rich, dark green to a 
pale yellow green; it is streaked and mottled, 
the veinings describing various fantastic designs 
which make it highly ornamental. The present 
quarry opening is 80 feet in length by 40 feet in 
width and is at present 50 feet in depth. The 
new opening will be 60 feet in length and 40 feet 
in width. The quarry has been shut down tem- 
porarily and operations will commence early in 
March when three new Sullivan chanelers and 
two Sullivan gadders will be installed. 

Georgia Verd Antique marble has been used 
extensively for interior decorative purposes in 
some of the largest buildings in this country and 
many people have been under the impression that 
it is an imported marble. It is absolutely sound 
at the depth ac which it is now quarried: blocks 
can be secured in almost any dimension, and the 
supply is practically unlimited as tests have been 
made that show that the marble abounds through- 
out the entire section. 

Years ago, when the quarry was first opened 
as a soapstone quarry the blasting process was used 
with the result that the first few layers taken from 
this quarry were found to be shattered in many 
places, but as the operations continued. these 
cracks became scarcer until at the present time 
the marble which is taken from the quarry is 


found to be ibsceluiely intact and free from all 
breaks. 


Georgia Marble in St. Louis. 


Str. Louris, Mo., March 1.—The Bradbury Marble 
Co. has on hand quite a number of valuable con- 
tracts for interior work in this city.

so many ants moving ponderous blocks of stone 
which will shortly adorn some magnificent struct- 
ure in the heart of a great city. The steam rises 
in Clouds and sometimes obscures from the vision 
the workmen below Giant steel derricks lift 
these immense blocks of marble ranging in size 
from 40 to 60 tons and deposit them on the sur- 
tace as if they were a feather. It is from this 
quarry that the marble is now being taken for the 
interior of the Kentucky State Capitol at Frank- 
fort. The famous Etowah quarry which has been 
dormant, is again being opened ur to supply the 
marble for the interior of the subway stations in 
New York City From this quarry is taken the 
rarely beautiful and much prized pink marble, 
the like of which is to be found in no other part 
of the United States. Its soft deiicate tones and 
fantastic design have recommended it to the lov- 
ers of the artistic and beautiful. 

The last marble for the Girard Trust Building 
in Philadelphia is being taken trom the famous 
Kennesaw quarry, about three miles distant from 
the other. There are over 100,000 cubic feet of 
marble utilized in this one structure and it all 
came from this quarry. From it, comes the whit- 
est marble yet secured in Georgia, and it is well 
adapted for exterior purposes. The quarry is in 
the side of a hill and is 130 feet in length, 80 feet 
in height and about 200 feet in depth from the top 
of the hill. Owing to the height of the hill the 
quarry seems deeper than it really is. There are 
only eight cuts from the surface at the present 
time. In this quarry there are 1t present three 
Sullivan double-header channelers and three Sul- 
livan gadders. From this quarry came the marble 
for the famous bank in Montreal, Canada, and 
from it, in all likelihood will be taken the mar- 
ble for the New Orleans courthouse, the specifica- 
tions of which call for Georgia marble. 

The marble which comes from all these quarries 
is taken to the mill on cars and deposited under 
the gangs, from which it emerges sawn into 
blocks. They have at present thirty-four gangs of 
saws in operation, and two large rubbing beds 
The Georgia Marble Co. recently purchased from 
the Baldwin l.ocomotive Works, of Philadelphia, 
a seventy-five ton engine capable of hauling six 
carloads of marble at one time. This, in addition 
to the two engines which they already have in 
service, will enable them to move their output 
over their seven miles of track down to the main 
line at Tate, without any trouble. v. M. Buchanan 
is the superintendent of the quarries and is one 
of the most skilled men when it comes to quarry 
ing marble in the entire country. It was he who 
suggested improvements which have made the 
Sullivan double-header channeler such a tremen- 
dous factor in marble quarrying operations. In 
the new channelers, which have heen ordered by 
the Georgia Marble Co., will be found still greater 
improvements suggested by him. Another one of 
Mr. Tate’s able lieutenants is W. A. Richardson, 
who is superintendent of the mill and on whom 
devolves the immense tesk of handling the mar- 
ble to the best advantage after it comes from the 
quarries. These men are both experts in their 
line and have had much to do toward the up- 
building of the Georgia marble interests 

Major S. H. Wright, the genial treasurer of the 
Georgia Marble Co., whose perennial smile and 
glad hand shake betoken the whole-soulej gentle 
man of the old school, is perhaps one of the best 
posted men on the subject of Georgia marble in 
the entire country. The Major never tires of tell- 
ing the early history of the Georgia marble in- 
dustry, and its trials and struggles, and points 
with pride to the fact that today it is recognized 
and accepted by the foremost architects in the 
country, and stands without a peer among the 
marbles of this country, for interior decorative 
purposes. The Major has been connected with 
the Georgia Marble Co since its inception, and 
is a staunch believer in its many good qualities. 

Many of the finest buildings in this country to- 
day have employed Georgia marble, both for exte- 
rior and interior decoration. No contract is too 
large for this immense concern to handle with 
facility and dispatch.

The Picture Book Salesman. 


Monument dealers who are members of various 
associations, that have been organized for the 
purpose of bringing about a higher standard for 
the conduct of the monument business, should 
carry the same feeling home with them that pre- 
vails while the conventions are in session. Prob 
ably there is no more important benefit derived 
from a monumental association than the feeling 
of good fellowship engendered among dealers. It 
has the effect of making them have more confi- 
dence in one another, so that they are not as a 
rule so greedy to get business that they can be 
induced to cut the profit entirely out of the work 
in order to sell a job, which ought to go to their 
neighbor at a respectable profit. The man who 
attends the association meetings soon learns to 
take a broader view of life and to realize that it 
costs considerably more to do business away from 
home than it does to put up the same job within 
the natural limits of his own territory. 

This is one of the evil features of the monu- 
mental business that has been overcome to a 
great extent where the association influence is de 
veloped to the highest degree, and it is no longer 
the withering competition of the neighboring 
monumental dealers that is the worst feature. 
The fellow who does business with a picture book 
still flourishes, however, and it is uy to the dealers 
to take his case up and dispose of him once for 
all. Undoubtedly, the patronage of the men who 
constitute the association membership is worth 
more to the manufacturers of monuments and the 
quarrymen who produce the granite than any of 
these picture book dealers, or all of them together 
would amount to. If the association would ap- 
point a capable committee to find who furnishes 
these disturbers with stock it is likely that a 
satisfactory and perfectly equitable adjustment 
could be reached, and this too can be accom- 
plished without working an injustice to any one 
worthy of consideration 

It would merely be a case of putting a summary 
stock upon a dishonest practice, because, these so- 
called monument agents make a business of fleec- 
ing the unwary wherever they can find them. 
There is hardly a case where the picture book sales- 
man has furnished a monument that the same job 
or even a better one would not have been fur- 
nished by the established dealer for less money 
Since they have no abiding place and no invest- 
ment in cost of materials, tools and equipment 
they trade upon their irresponsibility to make 
promises that they have no intention of fulfilling, 
and in this way are enabled to work off substt- 
tutes or work that they never pay for upon people 
who don’t know any better than to do business 
with them. 

Perhaps, a little thought along this line would 
not be entirely wasted, for it indeed looks as if 
the associations could find a way to permanently 
wipe out the picture book monument salesman 





ls Comparison Feared? 


When a quarrying concern conducting a monu- 
mental manufacturing establishment sends out a 
catalogue broadcast quoting lower prices than the 
same concern quotes to the monument dealer who 
conducts a shew room for the display of monu- 
mental work where all the different materials may 
be compared by the customers, it simply means 
that such a concern does not want any business 
from the monumental dealer and is, perhaps, 
afraid of having goods placed in the show room 
where they can not escape comparison with the 
work and material of other monument manufac- 
turers. Since they announce in this way that 
they do not want the business of a monument 
man, why should the dealer disturb them by gtv- 
ing them his orders?

President Robert was highly congratulated 
and the regular order of business was ‘taken up. 
The roll-call showed many dealers present and 
letters were read from several others who were 
prevented from teing in attendarce by various 
Secretary Geo. F. Gober, Jr., read the 
minutes of the last regular and intervening ses- 
sions, which were approved. Several applica- 
‘ions for membership were presented and were 
referred to ‘the membership committee, who re 
ported favorably on them By a unanimous vote 
the following were elected members of the 
association: Geo. M. Brown, of Canton, repre 
senting the Brown Marble Co.; H. J. Brady, of 
Canton, representing the H. J. Brady Marble Co.; 
James Arthur, of Ball Ground, and C. H. Cox, 
of Ball Ground 

The Secretary's report showed that the asso- 
ciation was gaining ground; that while the or 
ganization was still young yet, all the members 
could see that it was a good thing, and if its 
rules were adhered to, results would be obtained 
which would be of vast benefit to all concerned. 
The association was formed in Atlanta, April 14, 
1906, less than one year ago. Since then, six 
new members have been received and from pres 
ent prospects it will only be a question of time 
until Georgia marble retail dealers will be welded 
into a close organization working for their own 
interests and incidentally to build up the trade as 
i whole. Their purpose is to push things to this 
end and it is to be hoped that the most sanguine 
prophecies will be realized in the near future. 
Financially, the association is in very good shape, 
there being considerable balance in the treasury, 
and all the outstanding indebtedness against the 
association is paid. 

The next order of business was the report of 
the directors, which was not made public. Sev- 
eral committees were next heard from and their 
reports adopted. Several interesting discussions 
took place throughout the course of the meet 
ing in which nearly all of the members partici 
pated. Questions looking to the betterment of 
trade conditions in general were discussed and 
many good ideas were Drought out. Most of the 
talks were of an impromptu nature and unfortu- 
nately there was no stenographer present to 
take down the discussion. It was decided that 
at the next meeting, subjects would be assigned 
to various members, and papers dealing at length 
on vital topics connected with the trade would 
be presented. 

It was sincerely regretted that some of the 
members did not present their views in writing 
so that they could be printed and disseminated 
among the members. These discussions are pro- 
ductive of much good as they elicit information 
which is of benefit to the entire trade. Among 
the membership, there are many live, wide 
awake dealers, who have made a big success 
of their business, for it is safe to say that no 
set of dealers in the country is more prosperous 
than those of Georgia. As a class, they are 
above the average and are nearly all representa- 
tive business men in their community.

that they will offer their hand to such a neighbor 
and stand ready to meet him half way. It is sur 
prising how easy it is to bring this about if you 
only have confidence in yourself and your neigh 
bor 

In order to give you some idea what can be done 
along this line, I will tell you of an agreement 
which I know was made between three compet 
itors. All three firms were soliciting business in 
pretty much the same territory with the result 
that about nine jobs out of every ten were sold 
by one or the other at a ridiculously low price 
This continued for several years until finally one 
day they arranged to get together and agreed on 
a division of territory, compelling each firm to 
keep within their line. They further agreed that 
if, for example, a prospective purchaser living in 
one territory should of his own accord go to the 
place of business of either of the other firms who 
were parties to the agreement and purchase a 
monument, the dealer was expected to pay to the 
dealer in whose territory the party lived, a cer- 
tain percentage on the sale amounting to about 
the same as an agent’s commission. It is some 
four or five years ago since this agreement was 
made and I am told it works satisfactory and that 
it is in force to this day 

I would like to say a few words in regard to 
the National Retail Granite and Marble Dealers’ 
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Association, which was organized in Chicago last 
September. No doubt all of you have read what 
the trade journals had to say, also received the 
circular letter from the national secretary setting 
forth the objects, etc., of the association and so- 
liciting your application for membership. 

It was principally through the efforts of Mr 
Haight that this association came into existence, 
ind I feel confident that his efforts will be crown- 
ed with success. It was a pleasure to be in ses- 
sion with such a fine and intelligent lot of men 
from various states, and I am sorry that more 
dealers from our state did not attend and become 
charter members. The National Association can 
and will do a great deal of good in the matter of 
adjusting freight rates, over-charges, grievances 
with manufacturers, etc.,andI am sure you can de- 
rive more benefit and assistanve in such cases 
from the National Association than you could 
through our State Association. 

I would like to see every dealer here join the 
National Association and give them our support. 
Mr. Manthey, who is vice president in this state, 
will be glad to take your application and I hope 
you will take the opportunity to fill it out. It 
was the intention of Mr. Avery, who is president 
of the National Association, to attend our meeting 
and he could have told you more about it. I will 
read his letter which will explain itself. 


Letter from Mr. Avery. 


My Dear Mr. Schlimgen: Your esteemed favor 
of the 1st inst. just came'to hand, and I thank you 
very much for the kind invitation. I had my 
plans all arranged to attend this convention, ex- 
pecting to be present through the entire session, 
but today am called to New York on account of 
the serious illness in my family and leave on the 
5 o'clock train tonight. 

[ regret very much that I shall be unable to 
attend the convention and hope you will do all 
you can for the National Association, for to me 
my absence will be a great disappointment. I am 
writing the members of the executive committee 
to this effect, also to the secretary, asking him to 
send you application blanks which 1 hope you 
may make use of. 

Please tender to the officers and members of the 
Wisconsin Association my warmest greetings and 
explain to them my absence. Trusting that the 
meeting will be one of pleasure and profit to all 
who attend, and that the cause in which we are 
engaged may be strengthened and continue to 
grow until every state shall have its own local 
association and the National Association the sup 
port of the whole, with kindest regards and best

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order promptly by 
President Schlimgen and he stated that this kind 
of a session was what the retail dealers wanted 
when they would more fully express themselves 
Mr. Lohr, the president-elect, arrived at this time 
and on invitation of the president, assumed the 
chair, President Schlimgen retiring. President 
Lohr made a few appropriate remarks, accepting 


the honor conferred on him and thanking the 


members for the same. He also said that he. 


hoped to receive the support that had been given 
he retiring president. 

Mr. Sehaefer said he thought the selection of 
Mr. Lohr a good one, judging from his work in 
the local association. He also spoke on the value 
of organization, especially in local organization, 
and the good it did to promote a friendly feeling 
and the good it did the trade. Mr. Schaefer's re- 
marks were roundly applauded. 

The question of an executive session for the re- 
tail members was fully discussed and a motion 
made to set aside in the future meetings the sec 
ond afternoon for executive session. The motion 
was passed unanimously. 

The topic left over from the morning session 
was then taken up. Mr. Schlimgen said he had 
not bought much raw material and manufactured 
it in his own shop except to buy a few dies pol- 
ished on two sides. He found that in order to 
keep his men he must give steady employment all 
the year and this was much more satisfactory than 
breaking in new men, so in the winter when work 
was slack he had them finish the dies bought. 
While this method was satisfactory to him he did 


not think that unless one had complete facilities 
for this work it was advisable to manufacture the 
stock. Mr. Wenrich, who has been successful in 
this branch of the work, spoke completely on the 
subject. Working the rough stock had its advan- 
tages and its disadvantages. The success of it 
de,ended entirely on the man. The equipment is 
necessary. There is considerable satisfaction in 
cutting one’s own work, for when done on the 
ground it can be exact. There will be no devia- 
tion in measurements. The difference in freight 
is considerably less on the rough stock which is 
an important item, and the value of keeping men 
employed the whole year is another. Mr. Wen- 
rich’s ideas on this subject were broad and he 
gave a thorough discussion, both for and against 
the manufacture of raw material, and his advice 
was well received. 

Mr. Lohr had compiled some statements based 
on figures he had secured from operators in the 
East. To sum up the subject a motion was made 
as the sense of the meeting, and passed, that “It 
does not pay to manufacture the raw material un- 
less one gang of men or more are employed.” 

As it was 3 o'clock the meeting was thrown open 
and the next question for open debate was consid- 
sidered: “As it is a known fact that some whole- 
sale granite dealers try to induce undertakers to 
sel] their goods at retail, and if they should suc- 
ceed in doing so what effect will it have upon the 
trade?” 

Mr. Brown, of St. Cloud, spoke on the subject 
from the quarryman’s side and read several let- 
ters from undertakers and others who had asked 
for quotations and designs. Mr. Campbell, of St. 
Cloud, said that they had an association of quarry 
men there, and while they had members who, they 
knew, were selling direct to the consumer, and the 
constitution did not prevent them, they were tak- 
ing steps to have an amendment made whereby 
this evil would be suppressed. Mr. Gosselin told 
of the fight the dealers in Iowa and Minnesota 
were making against mail order competition. Mr. 
Campbell had been told that this way of selling 
had not been a success. Mr. Eagen, of Barre. 
spoke on the work the association at that place 
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had accomplished. Mr, Schlimgen then suggested 
that St. Cloud quarrymen be solicited for member- 
ship and those who joined be recommended by 
the association. The aggressive president wanted 
some action taken, so a committee of three, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Schlimgen, Manthey and Hempe 
was appointed to draft a resolution on the sub- 
ject. The committee was instructed to report at 
the Friday morning session. 

Eiler & Weiss, of West Bend, applied for mem- 
bership and they were accepted. As both gentle 
men were present they were invited to join in the 
meeting. An invitation from the Schlitz Brew- 
ing Co. for the members to visit and inspect their 
plant was read. The meeting then took a fifteen 
minute re’ess and at the end of inat time assem- 
bled to take up the question: “What benefits can 
be shown in the trade since the existence of the 
association.” 

Mr. Schlimgen spoke for some time on the ben- 
‘fits that he derived and the benefits that never 
came to the surface. The discussions of: subjects 
vitally interesting were of great benefit and the 
meeting and interchange of thought was of greatest 
possible worth. 

Mr. Wenrich spoke of the work accomplished by 
the Milwaukee Association as an example. The 
members seem to be getting better prices for 
their work and the real benefits are just oe- 





ginning As the hour was close to the time ap- 
pointed for the banquet the meeting adjourned 





THE BANQUET. 


Promptly at 6:30 the crowd left the hotel fo: 
the Builders’ Exchange, a building which is the 
home of the club of contractors, builders, etc. The 
arrangement committee consisting of John Zim- 
merman, Otto Rathmann, A. M. Lohr and Jos. 
Benning, escorted the party to the reception room 
on the second floor, where the wraps were disposed 
of and the ladies of the Milwaukee delegation were 
presented. At / o’clock the party was invited 
to the banquet hall on the first hoor where the ta- 
bles were arranged, two down the sides and one 
across the heaa. The committee had not stinted 
themselves and the tables were beautifully deco- 
rated. At each plate was was a very handsome 
souvenir menu. 

Mr. Lohr, in a few words of welcome, intro- 
duced Frank Gosselin as toastmaster. Now it was 
demonstrated to all before the evening was over 
that Mr. Gosselin is as good at toasting as he is 
at selling that famous mahogany granite, and 
many were cailed upon for speeches and respond- 
ed in an appropriate manner. Atter the dinner 
the crowd which numbered close to one hundred 
strong, adjourned to the reception rooms where 
for some time they were entertained by a quartet 
of two ladies and two gentlemen. Several Ger- 
man songs were sung and John Zimmerman, in 
his enthusiastic way, did a tew steps which 
showed he can do something besides sell monu- 
ments. After an hour’s entertainment the party 
again retired to the banquet hall where the tables 
had been cleared away and the floor swept and 
waxed. The strains of the splendid orchestra 
made the old feel young and they tripped the light 
fantastic until the wee’ sma’ hours.

FRIDAY MORNING’S SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order by President 
Lohr with a good attendance, though the previous 
evening’s entertainment kept some up to such a 
late hour, stragglers arrived all morning. 

The committee appointed to report on the second 
question of the program presented their finding, 
which was as follows: 

Report of committee on second question of pro- 
gram: “As it is a well known fact that some 
wholesale granite dealers try to induce under 
takers to sell their goods at retail, and if they 
should succeed in doing so what effect will it 
have upon the trade?” 

Your committee to whom was referred this 
question of the program do submit the following: 
That such a practice can do naught but harm to 
our profession and trade in general, having in its 
wake the lowering instead of elevating its stani- 
ard to a higher grade of work, as only unscrupu- 
lous “Cheap John” wholesalers would cater for 
this trade; therefore, be it resolved, that for the 
protection of the legitimate dealer, for the 
vrotection of the public and the moral effect that 
the graves of our departed should be decorated 
with the best the most fitting that the quarries 
and skill of workman can produce. It is there- 
fore the sense of this assembly that if this prac 
tice is continued by the wholesaler, it will loosen 
the bond of friendship now existing and can onl) 
result in the legrading of the trade in general.

The report was accepted. 

The question of changing the date of meeting 
was again raised and Messrs. Schlimgen and 
Hempe were appointed to consult with the hote! 
manager in regard to holding the next annua! 
meeting. 

The committee returned and reported that 
the last Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of Jan 
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uary, 1908, were open and the management of the 
hotel would be glad to entertain the association 
at that time. A resolution was then introduced 
to change article 12 of the constitution to read 
that the meeting date should in the future be the 
last Wednesday in January instead of the first 
Wednesday of February. The resolution was 
passed. 

The Stotzer-New London case was then taken 
up and the convention upheld the finding of the 
verdict of the committees. 

As the third question of the program was not 
fully discussed Thursday it was again brought 
up. Mr. Manthey spoke of the National Organi- 
zation and the success achieved by having 4 
strong state organization to uphold it, and his 
remarks were greatly applauded. 

Mr. Blumenthal spoke of the movement made 
fifteen years ago to organize, and the comparison 
of strength and advancement made since that 
time. He also offered a motion to give a vote of 
thanks to the local association for the entertain- 
ment offered which was unanimously carried by 
a rising vote. 

The question, “What assistance can the Whole 
sale Dealers give the Retail trade?’ was then 
taken up and remarks were made by Messrs. Rich- 
ter, Gosselin, Ashmore, Miller and others 

The next question, “Can it be established who 
was the first tomb stone dealer in the State and 
which was the first monument erected?” was taken 
up but no satisfactory answer could be secured 
Mr. Armstrong, whose letter was read, was con 
sidered, to the best knowledge of the convention, 
the oldest dealer in the State, hut the question 
was deferred until the next meeting for furthe 
discussion 

A vote of thanks was tendered Schlitz Brewing 
Co. for the invitation extended to visit their plant 
but the work of the association made it impossibl 
for them to accept. Mrs. Collins then, in behalf 
of the ladies present, thanked the Milwaukee la- 
dies for their courtesies. The meeting then ad 
journed until afternoon. The afternoon meeting 
was called to order by President Lohr and little 
work was to be done as all the business had been 
transacted and the session was to gather the mem 
bers of the trip to the Milwaukee Monument Co.'s 
works. The convention then adjourned until the

This handsome structure, which houses a famous collection of curios and books connected with the history 
of the early discoveries of America, was contributed by A. M. Huntington, formerly connected with the 
Standard Oil Co. It is a striking example of the handsome effects that can be gained by the use of Indiana 
limestone. The style of architecture is Italian Renaissance combined with the Spanish effect in the yard and 
fence. C. P. Huntington, architect and cousin of the donor, designed the building. George Brown & Co., of 
Newark, N. J., were the cut stone contractors, and thirty-five thousand cubic feet of Bedford stone, coming 
from the P. M. & B. quarries were used in the construction of the building.

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IN THE OOLITIC DISTRICT. 


February Was Dull [Month, but Prospects are 
Flattering for Best Season in History 
of Quarries. 


CHANGES MADE IN MILLS. 








Beprorp, — LNDb., March 4.—If anything, the 
month of February was even duller than the 
month of January in the oolitie district, but it 
has given the stone men an opportunity to repair 
their machinery and make some necessary im- 
provements. They have practically completed 
stripping at the various quarries, and as soon 
as a warm spe]! comes the clank, clank, clank of 
the caanneler, which is music to the ear of the 
quarryman, will again resound throughout the 
section of Indiana, which has made the State 
famous. 

A snow storm, such as is seldom seen at this 
season of the year, covered the entire district to 
the depth of six inches today It was of the 
heavy kind, which adheres to everything, and 
the signt bveggared description. Telephone and 
telegraph wires broke under the heavy load and 
work was suspDended entirely at al! quarries. The 
roads are practically impassable, the mud being 
almost up to the hubs of the wagon wheels. By 
the amount of figuring, which has been done, and 
which, by the way, is the only indication at the 
present time, the coming season will in all proba- 
bility be the greatest that the district has ever 
known. Already some scattering contracts are ve 
ing let and a few of the large operators are at 
work on some big jobs for the early part of the 
season. But the majority of the contracts have 
not been let. Building operations seldom com- 
mence earlier than April in the North and East, 
and contractors are sometimes dilatory about giv- 
ing the orders out far enough in advance so as to 
enable the quarrymen and mill men to know what 
they can reasonably expect. However, the most 
experienced men in the district being thoroughly 
familiar with the situation, are not worried, know- 
ing full well that things will right themselves in 
due time. Just a note of warning would not be 
out of place to those who feel that the situation 
is not opening up as rapidly as might have been 
expected from the way the fall business closed. 

Take things easy, the business will come, and 
when it does come every man in the district will 
get his share and at much better prices than if 
every body were to go out and begin a gigantic 
scramble. 

Nearly every quarryman expects to begin chan- 
neling about the middie of the month. The oldest 
heads figure that this is late enough as the blocks 
will become thorougnly seasoned before they are 
shipped and there will be no danger of frost. How-

ever, the mose cautious quarrymen have not for- 
gotten the bitter experience of last year and will 
have to see some indications of warm spring 
weather before they begin in earnest. Two new 
mills will, in all probability, start during the pres- 
ent month. 


Two New Mills to Start. 


The Bedford Stone and Construction Co., whose 
quarries are near Bedford, and whose new cut 
stone plant is almost ready for operations to be- 
gin, will be the next new mill to get started. Har 
ry S. New is president of this company and A, A. 
Young is secretary and treasurer. Michael Wall- 
ner will be the superintendent and will have his 
office at the mill. The main office for the company 
will be at 814 Traction Terminal Building, Indian- 
apolis, Ind. Mr. Wallner is one of the best known 
quarrymen in the district and has been identified 
with Bedford stone interests for some time. They 
expect to start this mili within a few days, as 
everything is ready and there is an immense 
amount ot sawing to do right at the start. The 
main building is 200 by 70 feet; the office is in 
a separate building. A thirty-ton traveler, opera 
ting on a 385-foot tramway with a 50 
foot span, is a part of the equipment. 
The Bedford Foundry and Machine Co. furnished 
the traveler and the four gang saws with which 
the plant will commence overations. The New 
Albany Manufacturing Co furnished the two 
planers. They have a 250 h. p. engine, which will 
give them more than enough power to start with, 
but it is their intention to add to this equipment 
as necessity demands. 

This company expects to open up their new 
quarry within the next week. They have already 
done considerable stripping and the prospects are 
bright for a high grade ot stone. The quarry is 
located about four miles from the mill and both 
the quarry and the mili are connected by a rail 
road, which in turn connects with the main lines 
entering Bedford. 

The other rew mill to be started this month 
will be that of the Henry Struble Cut Stone Co. 
E. G. Beiriger is tne superintendent. He was 
formerly with Adam Groth & Co., of Joliet, LIl., 
and joined the Struble forces February 1. How- 
ever, he was with Mr. Struble about eight years 
ago. This mill is within a stone’s throw of the 
Dugan Cut Stone Co.’s plant. The main building

will be 265 bv 100 feet. The office building will 
adjoin but will be a separate structure. The two 
gang saws have already been installed. They are 
each eight feet in width and one will saw stone 
eleven feet six inches in length, and the other 
twelve feet 2 inches. They are built absolutely 
rigid, the foundations and pit being of solid con- 
crete. The uprights are let into cast iron shoes 
and the entire gang is about as rigid as it was pos- 
sible to make it. Each gang is operated by a di- 
rect motor and there is a 10 h. p. motor to raise 
and lower the saws and also to operate the Fre 
nier sand pump. The new Anderson diamond saw 
will also be on a solid concrete foundation. This 
is of the latest pattern. The traveler has already 
been installed and is in perfect working order. 
It has a capacity of thirty tons. 

An immense Patch pianer is on the ground wait- 
ing to be unloaded. This will be one of the 
double-platen kind, which is giving such general 
satisfaction. All of these various machines will 
be operated by separate motors, which are placed 
on uprights above each machine. This will not 
only save beiting but the motors will be out of 
the way. The construction of this mili was be- 
gun about the latter part of October and it is 
greatly to the credit of those who are in charge 
that they have been able to get things in the 
shape that they are at present. Poth the Monon 
and the S. I. tracks enter the cutting shed. 

The Indiana Cut Stone Co., who started out 
with flying colors some time ago, are keeping up 
the rapid pace, which they set for themselves, 
and are not only doing that but are turning out 
some of the finest work being done in the dis- 
trict. In this issue appears an illustration show 
ing two caps which were recently carved at 
their new plant and which will be used in the 
Wade Park Bank at Cleveland, O. Another new 
job which they have recently taken on is the 
Union Station at Litthe Rock, the first course of 
which will be in Batesville oolitic and the re- 
mainder in Bedford stone. Another new job is 
the Masonic Temple at Jackson, Mich. They will 
also build the bank to be known as the Old 
National Bank at Martinsburg, W. Va. It will be 
seen by these jobs that the Indiana Cut Stone 
Co. is reaching the four corners of the country. 

George Dugan, of the Dugan Cut Stone Co., is 
rapidly completing the cut stone work for the 
dome of the Kentucky State Capitol building at 
Frankfort, Ky., which will take some little time 
yet. But they expect to have every block of 
stone shipped before the spring season sets in 
in earnest. The Dugan Cut Stone Co. is figur 
ing on some large jobs for the coming season. 

Robert Reed, secretary and treasurer of the 
Oolitic Stone Co., of Indiana which controls 
several quarries and mills, says that there is 
nothing new to report. All of his interests are 
progressing nicely and the outlook for the season 
was never better. He says that he has plenty 
of work on hand to keep his firms busy, and 
while he has not taken on any new contracts 
which can be considered large, he has a suffi- 
cient quantity of work on hand to keep every- 
thing going at top speed. 

Cc. S. Norton, of the C. S. Norton Blue Stone 
Co., which quarries the famous “Royal Blue,” 
says that he nas nothing new to report but that 
the stripping which he has been doing at his 
quarries, has uncovered some of the richest and 
finest stone he has yet secured.

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Transportation Facilities For Indiana Limestone 

















N the progress of the stone industry, there is no factor so im portant as transportation. 

In the handling of any commodity weighing more than 100 pounds to the cubic foot, the 

problem of transportation at once takes on difficulties which the original projectors of 

cur railway systems never took into account. But, the ever increasing demand for the 

carriage of heavier and heavier commodities suggested the addition of more pounds of steel 

rail to the foot, and stronger equipments to hold up heavier loads. The necessities of the 

stone industry might never have been taken care Of so promptly, had not the requirements of 

the steel industry developed about the same time to call for some arrangement that would 
provide for the economical delivery of 100,000 pound units upon a single car. 

The Oolitic limestone district of Indiana was one of the first to be provided with anything 
approaching adequate facilities. The district lies in two counties, Lawrence, of which Bedford 
is the capital of Monroe, of which Bloomington is the capital, and the rich deposits of building 
stone lie in a narrow strip running from Stinesville to Bedford, a distance of a little more than 
thirty-five miles. At no place is the strip wider than seven miles, comprising about 250 square 
miles, in which fully 100 quarry openings have been made and a large percentage of them profit- 
ably operated. 

The Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville Railway, well-known as the Monon Route at the 
present time, is the successor of the New Albany, Lafayette & Chicago Railroad, which was 
one of the first great improvements of the state Of Indiana, forming as it did, the first link 
between the great southern market of Louisvillé and the great northern market of Chicago, and 
traversing one of the richest sections of the middie West. 

In grading the road-bed the workmen discovered limestone in an excellent quality, and the 
engineers promptly specified Salem for the peers Of bridge construction then under consideration, 
and were delighted to find a limestone of such high quality within thirty miles of Louisville. A 
quarry was quickly opened and long before the railroad was completed to its northern terminal, 
the first Oolitic \imestone was marketed at New Albany and Louisville. 

As the construction of the railroad progressed northward, it was found that the stone showed 
a decided improvement at Bedford and this consituted the discovery of the great Oolitic limestone 
district of Indiana about the year 1855. The road was scarcely completed to Chicago when 
the country was plunged into the war of the Great Rebellion and it was not for several years after 
the actual hostilities came to a close that the financial conditions of the country recovered and 
that funds for building purposes vecame available. 

Oolitic limestone was specified for the custom house, which was built in Louisville about 1870, 
this stone coming from Bedford, the southern end of the district, and at the same time the county 
courthouse at Lafayette, Ind., was built from stone quarried at Stinesville, the northern extremity 
of the district, where the highest class of building stone can be secured. Soon the great quarries 
lying immediately north of Bedford were opened and the railroad came to the realization that a 
great city was about to be constructed at Chicago, The management arose to the emergency, 
adequate equipment was provided and a movement of the product of the quarry to the great 
northern terminal was a prominent feature of the business of the road from that time to the 
present. 

The worldwide wonder and interest in the rapid construction of Chicago, the principal build- 
ings of which were done in Indiana limestone, spread the fame of the Indiana quarries to every 
part of the country. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, successor of the O. & M. R. R. running east and west from St. 
Louis to Cincinnati, opened a path for the delivery of stone to the eastern markets as well as to 
St. Louis and the far West. 

A link connecting the B. & O. was built to Bedford for the accommodation of the quarry inter- 
ests in delivering stone to the eastern markets of New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Wash- 
ington seaboard terminals of this transportation system. 

The scope of the stone overations was instantly increased to a great extent and soon the 
intreduction of machinery called into being the great cutting shed interests which now dot the 
entire district from one end to the other. 

A few years ago the Indiana Southern was built through Bedford giving direct delivery to 
Indianapolis and reaching the coal fields and distributive junctions in Illinois on the west and 
extending almost to the limits of Chicago, offering enormous accommodations to the ever expand- 
ing volume of stone operations which center at Bedford. The Indianapolis Southern Railroad has 
been completed within the last year. This is really a branch of the great Illinois Central sys- 
tem connecting with the main line at both Effingham on the southwest and Indianapolis on the 
north, crossing the Oolitic district through Monroe county, its geological center, near Blooming- 
ton, where both the quarrying interests and the stone cutting business are located. This line 
afforded a direct path to Indianapolis with unexcelled distributing facilities. 

There is no stone producing district in the United States so well equipped with transpor- 
tation facilities at this time as is the Oolitic limestone district. There are competing railroads 
now to the principal markets in the entire country in every direction, north, south, east and 
west, so that the builder, when he contemplates his stone specifications can depend upon more 
prompt and reliable deliveries of the famous Indiana stone. 

The certainty of the promptness of delivery of the materials is a feature which no 
builder can afford to overlook in these times of high paid workmen, where delays cost money.

The Climax mill will resume operations during 
the coming week. Several necessary changes have 
been made and some new equipment installed. 
Mr. McKinley is enthusiastic over the prospects 
for the coming season and already has some large 
contracts on hand. 

W. N. Mathews, who was operated on at the Jew- 
ish Hospital in Louisville, Ky., has gone to Florida 
to spend the remainder of the winter. His many 
friends in the district will be slad to know tha‘ 
he has recovered sufficiently to leave the hospi- 
ral, and believe that the invigorating climate of 
the South will restore him to health again. 

John A. Rowe says that he is finishing up a 
lot of old work, doing a lot of stripping at his 
quarry and also a considerable amount of saw- 
ing. Mr. Rowe is one of the busy men of the 
district, in fact, there is never a time when 
things are slack around his place. 

John R. Hughes, manager of the Bedford Cut 
Stone Co., one of the last mills erected, says that 
he will shortly commence operations as all the 
machinery has been installed and things are in 
readiness to commence operations almost at any 
time. He has been figuring on some large jobs 
and the new company will start off with flatter- 
ing prospects. 

The Furst-Kerber Cut Stone Co. are busy as 
usual and had nothing new to report. They have 
plenty of work on hand for the coming season. 

At the office of Brooks-Curtis Stone Co., it was 
learned that while there was every prospect that 
the coming season would be a big one for them, 
at the present time they have not taken on any 
large contracts. 

The big P. M. & B. mill has hardly lost a day 
during the past season and active preparations 
are being made at the quarries to take advantage 
of the first few warm days when they will begin 
quarrying operations 

The quarries and mills of the Bedford Quarries 
Co. have been in active operation throughout the 
past winter. Many changes have been made and 
some new equipment added Spring will find 
them ready for the hardest campaign they have 
ever made. 





BLOOMINGTON, IND. 





Bloomington, Ind., Mareh 5.—-Affairs in the 
Bloomington district are materially the same as 
they are at Bedford. Things are rather quiet in 
all quarters. The new quarries that are being 
opened are progressing nicely and they are rap- 
idly being put in shape so that when the spring 
season commences every man in the district will 
be ready. The work on the Monroe County court- 
house has been progressing rather slowly on ac- 
count of the wet weather. 

The Bloomington Cut Stone Co. have run their 
mill without cessation; in fact, they have not lost 
any time since they first began operations. They 
have practically completed the stone for the first 
story of the Monroe County courthouse. While 
they have not made any contracts for any new 
jobs of consequence they still have plenty of work 
on hand and are doing a considerable amount of 
figuring, which indicates that they will have their 
share of the business when it is let. 

The Bloomington and Bedford Stone Co. are 
completing the switch to their quarries. Their 
machinery has all been ordered and the probabil- 
ity is that they will commence operations with 
the opening of spring. William T. Blair, secre- 
tary, is sanguine over the outlook and says that 
the stone which they will secure from this quarry 
will be second to none in the district. 

The Chicago & Bloomington Stone Co. have se- 
cured the contract for the courthouse at Gallatin, 
Mo. They have been running their mill steadily 
throughout the entire season. W. H. Johnson, of 
this firm, says that there has been a great deal of 
sickness in the district and many of his men are 
laid off on this account. 

William Johnson, of Johnson, Mathews & 
Co., and also of the Chicago and Bloomington 
Stone Co., who has been in England visiting his 
old home, will sail from Liverpool March 19 and 


expects to be back in harness at the end of the 
month. He will spend some time in the East be- 
fore returning home. Johnson, Mathews & Co 
have just secured a large contract which they can 
not make public at the present time. Fred Ma 
thews, of the same firm, is back at his desk look 
ing the picture of health, and says that the out 
look for the coming season was never brighter. 

The Empire Stone Co. have been running their 
mill steadily throughout the season. Frank Ma- 
thews is in the East attending to some business 
interests there. 

S. C. Freese, secretary of the National Stone 
Co., says that they have about completed their 
stripping at the quarry and have veen running 
both of their mills steadily throughout the win 
ter 

J. H. Campbeil, manager of the Southside Stone 
Co,, says that his mili has been running without 
cessation, and while they have no large jobs on 
hand at the present time they have plenty of small 
jobs to keep them busy. Improvemenis have been 
made at this mill during the winter and they are 
in a better shape to take care of large orders than 
they were ever in before 

The George W. Henley Stone Co. are getting out 
stone for the Monroe County courthouse This 
with smaller jobs, will keep them busy well into 
the spring. 

Charles Springer, of the H. S. & R. Oolitic Stone 
Co., says that the railroad which is being built to 
their quarry is rapidly nearing completion. Ow 
ing to the immense amount of bad weather inci- 
dent to the season of the year the work has pro- 
gressed rather slowly. There is only about 900 
feet of new track to be built. They have practl- 
cally completed their stripping and will commence 
quarrying with the opening of the season. 

The Central Oolitic Stone Co. has about com- 
pleted the changes in their mill and are ready for

The Hunter Bros, Stone Co. will start their 
quarrying operations in a few days. Their mill 
has been running every day throughout the win- 
ter.

John 
Hunter leaves next week for the East on a com 
bined business and pleasure trip. He takes his 
wife with him and will probably spend several 
weeks in the metropolis and in Washington.

They are also getting out the stone work 
for the Masonic Home at Sullivan, IIl., which will 
contain four columns 25 feet in length and 3 feet 
in diameter. Another job which they are com- 
pleting at Greensburg, Miss., will contain four 
columns 20 feet in length and 2! feet in diame 
ter. This, with a lot.of small work, has kept the 
Hoadley Stone Co. busy. 

Mr. Hoadley received a letter from one of his 
customers asking him if the “fire’’ would interfere 
in any way with their business, By an unfortu- 
nate error the daily papers throughout the coun- 
try printed a story which made it appear that J. 
Hoadley & Sons at Stinesville had been completely 
wiped out by fire. This was a gigantic mistake, 
as neither the Hoadley plant at Bloomington nor 
the Hoadley plant at Stinesville were damaged 
the slightest by fire.

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An Opportunity for Apprentices. 


The equipment of the modern cutting shed is 
fast doing away with the old time stone cutter, 
yet there is never a season thatatthe beginning of 


operations the contractor can afford to ignore the 
consideration of the question as to whether he 
will be able to find a sufficient number of compe- 
tent workmen to keep the plant running up to its 
normal capacity. The growth of the business and 
the rapid expansion of the size and permanent 
importance of the building operations now being 
undertaken is in part a reason for the shortage of 
good reliable workmen. The stone cutter’s trade 
has long been considered one of those occupations 
that has no promising feature for the apprentice 
and for that reason young men of ambition have 
for a long time passed by on the other side to 
take up some vocation that offers a better chance 
of advancement. As a consequence of this prevail 
ing sentiment the young men, who have taken up 
an apprenticeship with the expectation of one 
day becoming stone cutters, are as a rule of a 
lower order of intelligence, and with natural 
gifts far below the capabilities of the men who 
could succeed and go to the top of the stone bus 
iness. 

Men are not all alike nor have they the same 
gifts or capacity and there is no line in which 
this becomes more apparent than in the every 
day work of a shop which employs a large num- 
ber of stone cutters. 

Stone cutting is not a trade that can be ac 
quired to any degree of proficiency by that class 
of people who designate themselves as common 
laborers. Quite to the contrary it is the most an- 
cient and noble craft that has ever been develop 
ed by the human race requiring an immense 
amount of study and research to gain even a lim 
ited knowledge of the theoretical requirements of 
the work, while the trained hand and practical eye 
in conjunction with fully developed physical 
strength are just as essential to real success. 
Perhaps, the tremendous effort required to become 
a good stone cutter is the best reason why many 
young men who are gifted with the natural ap 
titude and inciination for the work refuse to un 
dertake it 

Just at this point inventive genius introduced 
the well known machinery feature which made it 
possible for one workman with great skill to turn 
out the product of many men, and it is now con 
ceded on all sides that were it not for machinery 
today the use of cut stone would be practically 
an impossibility. Still, there is a future in the 
stone cutting buginess for the apprentice who 
tackles it with intelligence and determination 
Like everything else in the whole range of human 
endeavor muca depends upon the attitude of the 
workman to his task and the intention in his 
own mind of becoming a master of the craft 
There is an ever present danger of the ambitious 
apprentice becoming contaminated by constant 
association wich journeymen who have no ambi 
tion to elevate the condition of their trade or to 
excel in their undertaking. The apprentice is al 
most forced to abide by the rules and become a 
member of the trade union which in the stone 
cutter’s business ‘s perhaps, a greater mistake 
than in any other line because the union ideals of 
the present day do not apply as they were meant 
for laborers and nct for artisans. The universal 
leveling idea of the established scale of wages for 
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laborers does not work such a palpable injustice, 
and the compulsory equality is much nearer 
the truth than the case of the accomplished ar- 
tisan, who requires the absolute liberty of un- 
trammelled competition to work out the high pos- 
sibilities of his capability. 

To the apprentice who undertakes to learn the 
stone cutting business there is just as much op- 
portunity today as there ever was and the price 
of artisans of a higher type than any we now have 
need not be mentioned, for they are badly neeJjed 
and many more are needed of this type than will 
ever be secured. Of the workmen who insist on 
calling the stone cutter’s craft a trade and con- 
sider themselves and all those who work in the 
stone line as mere laborers there is now and al- 
ways will be a plentiful supply. In fact it is 
seldom that they can all find employment. As a 
rule they are paid all they are worth and on ac- 
count of the limitless sufferance of this prosper- 
ous people they are even allowed much more than 
they are worth and content is not theirs for they 
are mysteriously discontented. What the artisan 
by his merit is in a position to accept, the laborer 
in his ignorant greed attempts to seize. 

The cost of stene work in important public and 
private structures can no longer ve considered pro- 
hibited. Much of the future development of the 
cut stone industry will depend upon the person- 
nel of the apprentices who are now entering the 
business. The contractors who have large in- 
vestments should not overlook the careful in- 
struction and development of the apprentice so as 
to give him the widest possible opportunity for 
self development in the theoretical as well as the 
practical branch of the noble craft. 


Long-Winded Payments. 

The expense of carrying large accounts indefi 
nitely is one of the burdens that cover all the op- 
erations in stone whether it be cut stone contrac- 
tor or quarryman who furnishes mill block or 
machine work. There is many a cut stone con 
tractor today who as the opportunity of increas- 
ing the volume of his operation but who hesitates 
to take on more business because that means a 
heavier load of credit 

The building proposition in this country has 
always been considered by the bankers as high 
grade business and the credit of the capable con- 
tractor for this reason has seldom been questioned. 
It is easy enough te figure in the discount when 
submitting a bid, which in one sense amounts to 
providing the capital to carry the work of con- 
struction on to completion, and if there were only 
one contractor engaged in the work the arrange- 
ment would pe simple enough to be considered 
good business. But the cut stone contractor is 
frequently only one of many subcontractors work- 
ing in conjunction with a general contractor and 
when this is the case, the general contractor, 
who generally has the disposal of the work, favors 
those cut stone contractors whom he knows will 
be prepared to carry their division of the work 
either with their own capital or credit without 
ealling upon hin te finance the job. So it has 
come to be an accepted practice with the cut 
stone contractor to carry the cost of the stone 
work almost entirely up to the time when the gen- 
eral contractor arrives at final settlement with the 
builder and many an able man in the cut stone bus- 
iness who has golden opportunities of “making 
hay while the sun shines” in these prosperous 
building years confines the extent of his operation 
toanamount ofcredit only equivalent to his con- 
servative idea cf what he may safely undertake 
in view of the long drawn out periods to which 
some of ‘his crediis must be extended. 

The cut stone work on any given building is the 
first thing that is undertaken after the completion 
of the foundation and the stone contract is com- 
pleted and fully delivered before the interior work 
has fairly begun, so the completion of the contract, 
so far as the cut stone contractor is concerned on 
any large building, is certainly many months and 
sometimes years before the keys are delivered by 
the general contractor and final settlement is ob- 
taind for the cut stone work. His capital is tied 
up in a job and he must have accommodation at 
his own charges or shut down his operation. It 
is not infrequent to find a cut stone contractor 
collecting for work that was finished five years 
ago as far as he was concerned and even when he 
secures accommodation for his funds at the com- 
pletion of his part of the work he is forced to 
undertake repeated renewals of the paper which 


is still bearing interest against him because the 
plumbers went out on a strike, or the plasterers 
reached a disagreement, or the painters decided 
that they wouldn’t work on the job. Now neither 
the plumber, the plasterer nor the painters have 
had any thing to do with his part of the work, 
but it costs them the bill of interest just the same, 
and there are cases where interest bills of this 
kind have wiped cut every vestige of profit there 
was in the job. I+ looks as if there could be and 
there certainly should be an improvement in the 
system of contracting devised whereby the gen- 
eral contractor might be prepared and expected 
to settle with tae subcontractors as their portion 
of the work is brought to completion. 

It would be easy for the general contractor to 
accomplish this, »rovided, he was in a position 
to call upon the owners for payments in detail 
as the work progresses, but he secures the general 
contract in the first place in many instances by 

the job himself to completion. 
This burden often voluntarily assumed by the 
general contractor is passed on down the line to 
the various subcontractors and they instead of 
the general contractor assume and carry the bur- 
den in fractions. Sometimes the cut stone work 
is the principal item of cost representing a large 
sum of money paid out in the shape of salaries to 
high priced artisans and carvers, who can not be 
handled with anything except actual money, while 
the price of the stone itself is often passed on to 
the quarrymen who must wait for collection until 
all the balance of the subcontractors have complet- 
ed their work. 

The ever present danger of the possibilty of 
substituting some other specification instead of 
cut stone is the principal argument for both the 
cut stone contractor and the quarryman agree- 
ing to such a slipshod arrangement. There is 
too much of a ienJdency to leave the whole decis- 
ion in the hands of the general contractor and the 
architect. The qGuarryman and the cut stone 
contractor both need to get closer to the builder 
or owners of the building that is to be erected. 
Don't forget that both the architect and the gen- 
eral contractor take their orders from the man 
or the company as the case may be who has de- 
cided to build. And while we must have respect 
for the influence of the architect and the general 
contractor both in the selection of materials as 
well as the individual concern to employ those 
materials, yet, there is such a thing as going 
behind the returns, for there are still builders 
with a high sense of justice who are willing to see 
that fair play is accorded to all who receive em- 
ployment on their work. The modern practice of 
long credits in the cut stone business should be 
systematically taken up and done away with. 
There is no excuse or sound reason for a man 
waiting several months or a year or even more 
than that for a settlement after his work has 
been completed and accepted as perfect and up to 
the specifications. 


Measuring Cubical Contents. 


A correspondent inquires if there is any rapid 
form for the computation of the cubical contents 
of the stone required for a building other than the 
addition of the cetailed computation of the sev- 
eral pieces of tone composing the work. If some 
cut stone contractor knows of any other method 
of arriving at the correct cubical contents than 
multiplying the three dimensions in one unit of 
measurement we would like for him to notify 
Rock Propucts so the formula can be printed in 
next month’s paper. 


Resistance of Building Stone to Frost. 

Atmospheric variations exercise so prejudicial 
an effect upon ceriain building stones that the 
opening of a new quarry is a matter of consid- 
erable importance, for architects and engineers 


do not adopt materials from fresh sources with- 
out being fully satisfied as to their reliability. The 
prudence of this course is further justified by the 
fact that cases have occured where builders have 
been compelled to suspend operations because they 
have been insufficiently informed as to the -resist- 
ance to frost of the stone employed. Therefore, 
it must be agreed that the resistance of struct- 
ural materials to frost is a question of primary 
importance. 

During a long period the Brard process was the 
only means by waich account could be taken of 


the characteristic of stone to which attention is 
here directed. Although not enabling the prob- 
lem to be solved in a direct and absolute manner, 
it furnished approximate results that were form- 
erly accepted as sufficiently satisfactory. 

This process was conducted by immersing a 
fragment of stone with sharp edges, or preferably 
a cube measuring a few centimeters across, in a 
cold saturated solution of sodium sulphate. The 
solution was then boiled for thirty minutes, after 
which the stone was removed and exposed for 
eight to ten days in a chamber where a moderate 
and constant temperature was maintained. At 
the end of this period the specimen was examined. 
If it remain iniact, its resistance to frost was 
considered to be satisfactory. 

On the other hand, if the edges had lost 
their sharpness, showing splinters that appeared 
to be on the point of separation and that could be 
carried away by a jet of water from a wash-bot- 
tle, it was regarded as liable to injury by frost. 

Some modifications were made in this mode of 
operation by M. M. Vicat, Hericart de Thury, and 
Husson, who attempted to render the details of 
execution more methodical. These scientists re- 
commended that observations should be made at 
the end of predetermined periods and that the 
particles carried away by washing after each per- 
iod should be weighed for the purposes of com- 
parison. 

In spite of these modifications, the process still 
presented the grave defect of indicating materials 
as liable to injury by frost which were not so af- 
fected, the fact being that much of the deteriora- 
tion observed was caused by unduly protracted 
treatment. 

M. Braun then attacked the problem in a dif- 
ferent manner. He proposed to characterize as 
liable to injury by frost all stones whose resist- 
ance to tension is less than the expansive force of 
water at the moment of congelation. This idea 
was certainly rational, since it is precisely the 
increased volume of water in passing from the li- 
quid to the solid state that causes the disintegra- 
tion of stone under the influence of frost. But 
the absence of exact experimental methods and 
the inadequacy of the results obtained caused M. 
Braun to abandon his process. 

In the present day the resistance of stone to 
frost is determined by laboratory tests based upon 
successive and rapid ariations of temperature. 

The specimen of stone selected for examina- 
tion is cut in the form of a 7-centimeter cube, 
which is submerged in a vessel containing water. 
The vessel is placed under the receiver of an air- 
pump, air being exhausted until a partial vacuum 
of ten inches is obtained. The quantity of water 
absorbed is naturally governed by the porosity 
of the materiai. If the stone is not to be employ- 
ed under water it is sufficient to accept the nat 
ural absorption of the cube after immersion in 
water for twenty-four hours. After saturation 
the cube is introduced into an apparatus con- 
taining a freezing mixture capable of maintaining 
during several hours the temperature of from 
—20 deg. to ---15 deg. C. After being exposed for 
four hours to the temperature of, say —15 deg. 
C, the cube is removed from the apparatus and 
immersed in distilled water, or, in default in 
drinking water, of which the temperature is plus 
15 deg. C. The specimen is then examined. In 
cases where distilled water is employed for wash- 
ing, the water is collected and examined for sol- 
uble salts. 

Sometimes the tests are completed by deter- 
mining the compressive strength of the stone un- 
der examination, the specimens being dried after 
twenty-five successive freezings and  thawings, 
and by comparison of the resistance with that of 
the original stone tested in the dry state and after 
the absorption of water to the point of saturation. 
—Prof. J. Malette in The Builder.
